Electric Road Starts 
Rauning Again. 


CHANGE OE 
AKMY 
QUAKTEBS. 


Interesting Local Events W hich Oc­ 
curred Yesterday—Several Dis- 
tiiiffuished Visitors. 


Tho Electric 
Street*Railroad com­ 
menced running again yesterday morn­ 
ing after a tie-up of nearly five months. 
As the line is yet in the hands of Re­ 
ceiver Blackman, a H e r a l d man called 
yesterday at the oflBces of the Company 
to see on what arrangement the line had 
again commenced operations. Accosting 
an official he was informed that the road 
was to be operated under the old manage­ 
ment, the reins still being in the hands 
of Colonel Howland and his associates. 
“ We will follow out the old time-card 
and run our cars by electricity, as be­ 
fore,” said the 
H e r a l d ’s informant, 
and,continuing, he added: “The idea 
is to dispose of the road, and it is with 
the understanding that a deal is by 
which the receiver has permitted us to 
resume operations. I understand that 
two syndicates are spoken of as liable to 
become possessors of the line, one being 
a number of Eastern capitalists and the 
other the Chicago company which con­ 
trols the cable lines in this city.” 
Knowing that a meeting of the direct­ 
ors of the company referred to bad been 
held during the afternoon, the reporter 
next hunted up Mr. Forman, the general 
manager 
in this 
city of the 
Ca­ 
ble Company’s interests. 
On being 
asked 
if 
the 
Chicago 
syndicate 
intended 
purchasing 
the 
electric 
line Mr. Forman said: “ So far a sl know 
no overtures regarding the matter have 
been made on either side. Our meeiing 
this afternoon was in no way connected 
with such a thing, being simply for the 
transaction of ordinary bnsiness.” 
It is understood, however, that the 
eastern parties negotiating for tbe elec­ 
tric road are, in part, identical with some 
of the Chicago stockholders of the Cable- 
Car Company. 


A CHANGE OF QUARTERS. 


T h e A r m y M e n m o v i n g I n t o t h o

The Army 
headquarters are being 
transferred from tbe building on Sixth 
and Hill streets to the Bryson-Bonebrake 
block. The contract by which the Sixth 
street bnilding was held stipulated that 
it could be terminated by thirty days 
notice on either side, and soon after the 
first of the year General Grierson was 
notified that the premises would be re­ 
quired in tbe spring.

The 
army men think that although their new 
quarters are not by a long vpay as com­ 
modious as those in the old building, they 
will prove ample enough for their re­ 
quirements. The Sixth-street building, 
which is the property of Major E. W. 
Jones, is to be occupied by the Harvard 
School, and it is understood that build­ 
ings are to be erected on the large lawn 
by which it is at present surrounded.

The overland train on the Southern 
Pacific brought a number of distinguished 
Arizonans into the city last night, con­ 
sisting of members of tbe Legislature 
from the southern part of the Territory.

The visitors are Messrs. Webb, Orme, 
Smith, Jordan, Dupuv, Sloan, Cheny, 
Drake, Underwood, O’Brien, Chatham, 
Carpenter, Smith, Mellay, Christy, Pur­ 
dy and Donington. They are joined 
here by Mr. Tenney, of the Tucson Citi­ 
zen, and Mr. Daly, Collector for the Ter­ 
ritory, these gentlemen having been 
here for the last two days. The whole 
party will leave on the 1 :10 p . m. train 
on the Santa Fe road, as the Legislature 
assembles on the 21st inst. 


A n A t l a n t i c a n d P a c i f i c W r e c k . 
The Pullman passengers on the Santa 
Fe overland train which arrived in this 
city yesterday morning had an unpleas­ 
ant experince at St. Joseph, a small 
station an the Atlantic and Pacific near 
Winslow, Arizona. The train was back­ 
ing on to a switch which had been care­ 
lessly left open, and as a* result the end 
Pullman car was derailed and fell over 
on its side. The berths were all occu­ 
pied and a scene of confusion occurred 
which was made still more distressing by 
the fact that it was raining hard and as 
dark as pitch outside. 
Nearly all of the 
inmateB of the car were injured, more or 
less, tho most unfortunate being, strange 
to say, a stockholder in the company, 
named C. 8. Holman, of New York. He 
received several bruises and scratches, 
a severe cut on the forehead and also 
had one of his fingers nearly severed 
from his hand. Medical assistance was 
soon on hand and the sufferer’s wants 
promptly attended to. 


D o y l e A r r e s t e d . 
Johnny Doyle, the Deputy Constable, 
was arrested last evening on the charge 
of an assault with a deadly weapon. 
Jenkins and Yignes, who made the ar­ 
rest, say that ho threatened to shoot 
them and drew a revolver. 
According 
to Doyle’s story, the two men who made 
the arrest, wanted to get rid of him attd 
that they attacked him without cause in 
front of his own house yesterday evening. 
He says that he drew a revolver, but It 
was an old rusty weapon without a load 
which could have done no one any in­ 
jury. It is evidently a quarrel among 
the deputies. At the jail Dovle made a 
good deal of disturbance about being 
searched.

POLICE POWERS. 


Judge Noonan, of St. Louis, 
Defines Them. 


CAN THEY BBEAK DOWN DOORS? 


The J u d g e Holds They Are R estricted 
in M aking Raids Through Sneh 
B arred Obstructions. 


The powers of police form one of the 
moot questions in the present mode of 
m unicipal governm ent cinder the Ameri­ 
can system . The powers of police officers 
and th e powers of municipal governments 
in formulating and enforcing police regu­ 
lations are m atters not at all well de­ 
fined. 
The decision of Judge Tuley, of Chi­ 
cago, in th e A narchists’ cases is greatly 
com m ented on just now. 
Some time 
ago a case was tried before 
Judge 
Noonan, of St. Louis, and the decision 
was published in th e Republic of that 
city, which called forth much discussion. 
The case was based on the ftllowing 
facts: 
Detectives broke into a poker room and 
arrested a party of gamblers who were 
found there. The detectives then re­ 
turned and again they found that another 
gam e was going on. Thev broke in that 
door and took the whole party to the 
Four Courts in the patrol wagon. A 
prosecution to test the right of a detective 
to break into the room w ithout a warrant 
was begun. 
Judge Noonan instructed the jury that, 
under the law, the detectives had no 
right to break down the door unless they 
had warrants for the arrest of persons 
w ithin, and that, they had no such 
w arrants, as w arrants are never sworn 
out when raids are made. The jury re­ 
turned a sealed verdict yesterday morn­ 
ing. They found the detectives guilty of 
malicious trespass and they were fined 
|50 each. The attorney for the defend­ 
ants moved for a new trial. The result 
of th e trial is, of course, a rebuke to the 
officers for raiding the place, and virtu­ 
ally declares that raids are unlawful 
because they are m ade without warrant 
of law. This is the second tim e that the 
police authorities have been worsted in a 
tilt w ith the gamblers. On a previous 
occasion there was a raid and the tables 
and furniture of the rooms were taken to 
the Four Courts and held. The owners 
replevined it In a Justice’s Court, and 
the Police Commissioners had not only 
to surrender the property, but to pay the 
costs oí court also. 
ThiB decision practically annuls all 
gam bling laws. No one will swear out a 
w arrant to arrest m en 
engaged 
gambling, and even if a person could be 
found to swear out the w arrant, the fact 
of such a paper being issued would give 
notice to those interested, and when the 
raid was mede the place would be found 
barren as a last year’s bird’s nest. The 
Vice-President of the St. Louis Police 
Board is of this opinion. In an inter­ 
view with a Republic reporter this official 
said : 
“ Of course, with such a ruling as 
Judge Noonan made in this case that it 
would be unlawful to break into 
gam bling 
house 
w ithout 
aw arraut, 
means that 
gam bling will 
go on. 
It 
takes 
from 
two 
to 
twelve 
hours to get a w arrant when 
you 
have 
the 
information 
and 
the 
witnesses to swear to it. Of course the 
Board will do whatever it can to keep 
gambling down, but if we can’t raid the 
houses 1 don’t see how we can do it. We 
will wait for the appeal, however, and 
see w hat the Court ot Appeals will say.’’ 
Another member of the Police Board 
s a id : 
“ I haven’t seen any mem bers of the 
board on the subject, but if the Court 
m aintains th at it is unlawful to raid a 
gambling house w ithout a w arrant, then 
an officer who attem pts to force his way 
in is forcing entrance to a m an’s house, 
and you know w hat a m an’s house is. 
W e would not send our men to such 
g 
laces when they were taking chances of 
eing shot, and when the keeper of the 
gam bling house had a right to shoot 
them .” 
“ Can gambling be stopped in any 
other way than by raiding?” 
“ No, I do not believe it ca n ; unless 
you can surprise the gamblers and catch 
them before they have had a chance to 
get out of the way there is no way to con­ 
vict them . 
We had trouble with this 
sam e house once before, and the tables 
were replevined. 
Suit was brought for 
them in a Justice’s Court, and we had to 
give them up and pay the costs. 
1 am 
anxious to see what the outcome of this 
case will be, because I want to know 
w hether the law is going to prevent us 
from suppressing gambling. If we have 
to surrender the property we capture, 
give it back to them and pay the costs, 
and have also to stop raiding, we will 
have to be content w ith doing the best 
we can.” 
The Chief of Police of St. Louis thinks 
differently. 
The reporter had this inter­ 
view with th at official: 
“ If the raiding as at present conducted 
is stopped will it not be impossible to 
stop gambling?” 
“ No, this will not necessarily perm it 
gambling to run. There are other ways 
of getting at it. There is always more 
than one way to get at anything.” 
“ I suppose the other way you have in 
mind is by the spy system , sending men 
íd citizens’ clothes to play in these 
games ? Is not this m atter 6low and in­ 
effective ?” 
“ Yes, it is slow, and not so effeetive 
as raiding, but can be done if necessary.” 
Another m em ber of the Police Board 
said: 
“ City Counsellor Bell is by law made 
made our legal adviser, and I suppose 
we will be governed by his opinion. 
However, I do not care to discuss any 
m atter on which I will be called to act 
officially. I have not seen the instruc­ 
tions given by Judge Noonan in the case, 
b u t if they are as I am told I suppose 
they are based on the 
presumption 
th a t only a misdemeanor was 
go­ 
ing on inside the room and not a 
felony. 
As I understand 
the 
law 
an officer has a right to break into any 
{ 
ilace if he has reason to believe that a 
elony is going on inside. 
For instance, 
if an officer was told th at a m urder was 
going on in a house he could break in 
and stop it if the door was not opened 
for him immediately. 
Keeping a gam­ 
bling-house is a felony, but gambling 
itaelf, is a misdemeanor. Thus if a party 
of friends were playing a friendly game 
of 
poker 
for money, 
in 
a house 
which 
was 
not 
a 
regular 
gam bling 
house, th e 
police 
would 
nave no power to break in, as it would 
only be a misdemeanor. 
If, however, a 
m an keeps th a t room as a gambling 
house and receives a percentage or pro­ 
ceeds of any kind from the game, he 
would be guilty of a felony, although 
th e m en playing were only committing 
misdemeanors. 
I suppose in th a t case 


an officer could break in and stop the 
game. This, however, is merely my 
opinion and the Board will no doubt be 
governed bv w hat City Councellor Bell 
h is to say.” 
The court gave the jury the following 
special instructions: 
The court instructs the jury that al­ 
though they may find from the evidence 
th at persons were playing cards for 
money or Its equivalent in the rooms oc­ 
cupied by Cave, and that the defendants 
suspected or had reason to believe that 
such was the fact, yet such fact or such 
belief did not justify the defendants in 
breaking down the door or causing it to 
be broken down. 
The court instructs the jury th a t if they 
believe from the evidence that the de­ 
fendants, within the meaning of other in ­ 
structions herewith given, broke or in­ 
jured was without w arrant of law and 
therefore wrongfully, and from the fact 
that the act was wrongful the jury may 
infer that it was done intentionally and 
wilfully. 
The court instructs the jury that in 
order to bring the defendants w ithin the 
statute it is not necessary to show that 
they were actuated by malice or ill will 
against either Scott or his defendant, 
Cave. It is sufficient to have shown 
that the act complained of was done in­ 
tentionally, wilfully, wrongfully. 
If the 
act was done intentionally, 
wilfully, 
wrongfully, the jury may infer that it 
was done maliciously. 
The Court instructs the jury that the 
offense with which the detendants are 
cnarged is a misdemeanor,and that all the 
persons are principals in the commission 
of a misdemeanor. 
Hence, if the jury 
believe that the breaking of the door was 
done either by the defendants them ­ 
selves or by their direction, or by some 
one in their presence and with their ap­ 
proval, the defendants are to be re­ 
garded as having themselves committed 
the act which is set forth in the com­ 
plaint or information. 
If the jury find from the evidence 
within the meaning of other instructions 
herewith given th at on or about Septem­ 
ber 17, 1888, at the city of St. Louis, the 
defendants wilfully and maliciously broke 
or injured a door of building No. 622 
Olive street, of said city, then and there 
being the property of a person other 
than said defendants, then the jury will 
find the defendants ' guilty and i 
their punishm ent a t im prisonment in 
the jail of this city not exceeding one 
S 
ear, or by a fine not exeeeding $500, or 
y both such fine and imprisonment. 
Chas. P. Johnson, the author of the 
gambling law under which the St. Louis 
police act, said in reference to the m at­ 
ter: 
“ Unquestionably the jury was right. 
There is no reason w’hy an officer should 
break in a m an’s door on the bare suspi­ 
cion that a felony is beiDg committed. If 
there is evidence that a felony is being 
committed, that is another thing, but the 
detectives failed to make out their case, 
which shows they had no evidence. Be­ 
sides, they didn’t know w hether there 
was a lelony or a misdemeanor being 
committed there. It is not a felony to 
play poker, and when officers make a 
great noise and break in doors on account 
of a game of poker they make a greater 
nuisance in suppressiDg the game than 
the game was. The police used to obtain 
evidence against gamblers. They would 
station an officer where he could catch 
some one who bad come down out of the 
room, or they would put a m an in a win­ 
dow across the street where he could see 
them playing and with opera glasses to 
identify them , but now the detectives 
seem to forget that evidence is neces­ 
sary.”

The treatm ent, though simple, is wonder­ 
fully successful and is as follows: Six 
pounds of lime and three pounds of blue 
stone to sixty gallons of w ater; mix and 
saturate with whisk broom or brueh once 
after pruning (before new growth) and 
once about the middle of May. 
Mr. Griffith’s faith in the remedy 
such that he has ordered the 200-acre 
Briswaiter vineyard, as well as the few 
vines on the Los Feliz Rancho, treated 
at once.

The Council Settles the Question and 
Sets the City Surveyor 
'to W ork. 


T h e C ity C ouncil m e t yesterday in 
special session. 
P resid en t K u h rts in the 
C hair an d M essrs. 
B osbyshell, E a rl, 
H u m p h rey s, F ord H a n le y , C ohn W ilson 
T h relk eld , M cN ally, 
S insabaugh 
an d 
B ry an t p resen t. 
T he m em b ers of th e B oard of T rade 
a n d C h am b er of C om m erce w ere in v ited 
to tak e seats inside th e rail. 
A proposition from th e Stow ell C e­ 
m en t Pipe C om pany to co n stru ct a n o u t­ 
fall sew er to th e ocean, 70,000 feet for 
$150,000 w as read. 
E . W . R eed & C o’s su p p lem en tal pro 
position to provide a sew er farm of 4,000 
acres a n d b uild a four-foot Sewer to th e 
farm w as read , aB also w as th a t of th e 
Pacific Sew erage C om pany, offering to 
c o n stru ct th e in te rn al sew er system of 
th e city for $1 a n d h q u arterly ren ta l of 
six ty ce n ts for each room in th e city. 
T he resolution of th e B oard of T rade 
requesting th a t th e o utfall sew er be bu ilt 
to th e ocean an d th a t it be large enough 
to accom m odate a p opulation of 300,000 
people, w as read. 
T he question arose a s to how m any 
propositions th ere w ere bofore th e Coun­ 
cil and w h at th e routes w ere. 
M r. C ohn said th a t it w as n o t necessary 
to read th em all. 
H e could ex p lain m at­ 
ters so th a t all w ho w ere p resent m ig h t 
u n d e rsta n d th e situ atio n perfectly. T he 
C ity h a d , about tw c|y ears ago, instructed 
G itv E n g in eer F red E a to n to draw plans 
an d m ake surveys fo ra sew er system and 
a n outfall. 
T his h a d been done and th e 
p lan s for th e in te rn al sy stem , after ap ­ 
proval by ex p erts, w ere adopted. 
I t was 
th e n th o u g h t th a t a ch eap er route to th e 
se a could be obtained a n d plans h ad been 
d raw n for th a t, b u t th e m otion to pass 
th ese w as defeated by o ne vote, and th e 
m atter rested un til th e W est system 
w as proposed. 
L ately 
a n u m b er of 
speculative propositions h ad been pre­ 
sen ted and th e only question before th e 
C ouncil a t th e p resen t tim e w as w h ether 
th e city desirod to build to th e sea or to 
ex p erim en t. 
M r. E ato n said th a t th e estim ate for 
h is outfall sew er h ad b een $466,000 and 
th is in clu d ed th e rig h t of w ay a t th a t 
tim e, b u t h e could n o t say w hether it 
could be o btained now . ’T he 
outfall 
could probably be b u ilt ch eap er now 
since brick s w ould n o t cost so m uch. 
M ajor Jo n es, P resid en t of th e C ham ­ 
b er of C om m erce, said th a t he th ought 
th e outfall should be bu ilt to the sea to 
th e n earest av ailable point. 
T he sew er 
sh o u ld be bu ilt as n e a r to th e surface of 
th e e a rth as possible so th a t th e w ater 
could be tak en out for irrigation p u r­ 
poses, an d th e city sh o u ld h ave control 
of th e w orks an d th e rig h t to th e sew age. 
T he first m atter to be considered w as th e 
disposal of the sew age a n d ih eu th e cost 
w ould com e in as a m a tte r of secondary 
im portance. 
M r. 
G riffith, 
a 
v isiting 
engineer, 
th o u g h t th a t th e m a tte r o f th e proper 
sew ering of th e city w as one of th e g reat­ 
e st im portance. 
L os A ngeles was a 
h e a lth resort, an d its sew er system an d 
outfall m u st be perfect, so th a t no one in 
tb e E a s t could say a n y th in g against it. 
W ith a perfect Bewer sy stem tb e city 
w ould be unequalled as a h ealth resort. 
H e advised th a t th e outfall sew er be 
co nstructed to th e sea, a n d th en n o one 
ponld find fault w ith th e disposal. 
A fter 
th is w as done, arran g em en ts could be 
m ad e for using th e w a ter for irrigation. 
M r. W . T . L am bie said th a t he had 
surveyed a route to th e se a w hich w ould 
be th e cheapest, b u t he th ought th a t a r­ 
ran g em en ts should bo m ad e to allow th e 
w ater to b e used for irrig atio n . 
H is o ut­ 
fall sew er w ould cost ab o u t $350,000. 
M r. M. L . W icks said he w as strongly 
in favor of an outfall to th e ocean for th e 
reaso n th a t iq th e w in ter no one w anted 
to U96 th e sew age, a n d if it was allow ed 
to ru n on lan d a lread y satu rated w ith 
w ater it w ould create a nu isan ce. 
Som e 
p lan sh o u ld be arran g ed after th e outfall 
h a d been bu ilt to tb e se a, w hereby the 
w ater could be tu rn e d on lands th a t 
n eed ed it. 
T h en in w in ter it could be 
tu rn e d back in to tb e o u tfall an d th ere 
w ould be no n uisance. 
H e strongly ad ­ 
vised th a t th e city should n ot p a rt w ith 
its rig h t to th e w ater, an d th e whole 
system should be u n d e r th e control of the 
city . B y all m eans ru n to th e ocean first, 
for th e h e a lth of tb e com m unity is th e 
first consideration, an d let th e m atter of 
ex p en se be th e last consideration. 
T he 
citizen s w ould vote $2,000,000 bonds if 
necessary. 
Judge Stephens said th a t th e re w as no 
d o u b t 
b u t 
th a t 
a 
tim e 
m ust 
com e 
w hen 
th e 
sew age 
m u sí 
go 
to 
th e 
sea 
a n d 
be 
believed 
th a t th e route along th e Los A ngeles 
riv e r w as tho b est as th ere w as m ore 
lan d th ere th a t needed th e w ater. 
T he 
sew er could be b u ilt a p a rt of th e w ay at 
once an d th en th e sew age could be used 
on san d y land for ten y ears. 
T hen th e 
sew er conld be carried fu rth er tow ards 
th e ocean and finally reach it. 
M r. R y an said th a t th ere was no d o ubt 
b u t th e route by th e Los A ngeles river 
w as th e b est for th e reason th a t only a 
p a rt of th e sew er n eed be bu ilt a t a tim e. 
T he proposition of M essrs. R eed & Co. 
show ed th a t th ere w ere 4,000 acres of 
lan d , th e N adeau p roperty 
an d 
the 
T w eedy lan d , w hich w ould tak e th e sew ­ 
age an d pay a t th e ra te of $2.50 per year 
p er acre or $10,000 in all. 
T hese 4,000 
acres w ere san d y in n atu re an d it would 
be five o r ten y ears before th e sew er 
n eed be b u ilt fu rth er. 
T h en it could be 
carried o n to th e ocean o r a p art of th e 
w ay to an o th er tra c t of lan d w here it 
could be used to ad v an tag e for another 
-ten years. 
M r. J . C. D aly said th a t h e w as in ter­ 
ested first in th e pro sp erity of th e city 
a n d county, a n d h e h a d urged the adop­ 
tion of a sew er sy stem for th e city.

h a d alw ays considered a n outfall to th e 
sea a necessity, a n d h e h a d h a d n o fear 
th a t a n y of th e propositions to tak e th e 
sew age of th e city w ould be seriously 
considered because th e y could n o t be 
accepted un d er th e law s of th e S tate.

path in his later years. It seems to be 
an irony of fate that in all great careers 
the perihelion of fame and success is fo 
often followed by the aphelion of fail­ 
ure, misfortune and disgrace. Poltowa 
eclipsed the dazzling star of Charles 
XII., Waterloo did the same sad office 
for Napoleon; while, on a lesser scale, 
and on a minified theater, Panama has 
sufficed to cloud the name and fame of a 
man who, when the Isthmus of Suez was 
pierced, was the prince of engineers and 
the darling of European bourses and 
stock exchanges. 


Tiie general features of Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s administration will go down to 
history as admirable in the extreme. 
The President has always approved him­ 
self an American of Americans; and, in 
a downright, honest conception of the 
duties of his exalted position, he has 
never been surpassed. On all occasions 
which have really risen to the dignity of 
a crisis, like the difficulties on the 
Isthmus of Panama three years ago, and 
in Haytien waters, the other day, he has 
responded to the demands of the hour 
with force and dignity. The only mis­ 
take he has made personally in dealing 
with our relations abroad was in attach­ 
ing too much importance to the silly 
Murchison letter. It was not worthy the 
attention of the American citizen; and, 
in elevating it to an affair of interna­ 
tional importance, a great mistake was 
made, highly mortifying to our national 
pride. 


T he Council yesterday decisively re­ 
jected the West sewerage proposition in 
deference to a quite general idea that all 
our plans for relieving ourselves of the 
municipal exuviae should at least aim at 
an outfall system with the sea as its 
objective point. 
The Council is now 
entertaining a proposal from the owners 
of the Nadeau and Tweedy properties to 
pay it $10,000 a year for its 6ewage matter. 
If this plan is adopted it will involve the 
building of a sewer for three miles south 
of the city limits. If this sewer is well 
built it will prove to be the beginning of 
a plan which can be carried out to the 
ocean in the future. The people who 
own four thousand acres of land, and 
who propose to pay $2.50 an acre for the 
excrementitious matter of our city, 
probably 
know 
what 
they 
are 
about. Three miles below the city 
limits, the 
sewage 
can be run 
in an open ditch without special offence, 
as the population is scant there and the 
fertilizing matter will be quickly ab­ 
sorbed. It is a somewhat significant 
circumstance that all the citizens who 
developed their views to the Council at 
its session yesterday favored a sewer 
whose outfall should be, if needed, the 
Pacific ocean. When the Nadeau and 
Tweedy ranchos shall have had all the 
fertilizing matter needed, the twenty 
thousand acres of the Dominguez ranch 
can come in for their share. The indica­ 
tions are that this solution of the outfall 
sewer problem will meet the approbation 
of the public. 


T iie collapse of De Lesseps’ Panama 
Canal bubble seems to be imminent, 
judging from a dispatch which appears 
elsewhere from Mr. Adamson, United 
8tates Consul-General to the Columbian 
Government. He looks for a reign of 
lawlessness as an incident of the suspen­ 
sion of work on that ill-starred enter­ 
prise. Americans can confidently look 
to. Mr. Cleveland’s administration to 
sustain the rights of American citizens 
abroad. There íb something melancholy 
in this fiasco of this, at one time, great 
Frenchman, but those who are kindly 
disposed will remember that this puis- 
saint engineer is now 84 years old. 
Gregory the Great was just that age when 
he was elected Roman Pontiff and did 
great things, and Dándolo was even older 
when he triumphantly asserted the su- 
supremacy 
of 
Venice 
as 
Queen 
of the Adriatic 
and 
arbiter of 
the commerce of the world; but 
such men are few in the centuries. The 
performances of George Law and Perrier 
fail in comparison with the wreck and 
rain De Lesseps has ecattered in his 


The Democratic lature. 
One of the remarkable features of the 
present session of Congress is the per­ 
sistency with which Joe Brown, of 
Georgia, votes for protection in the Sen­ 
ate. The Democracy of thiB gentleman 
cannot be questioned any more than can 
that of Samuel J. Randall and a score of 
other Democratic leaders of almost equal 
eminence. It has been generally con­ 
ceded that Gen. Winfield Scott Han­ 
cock would have been elected President 
in 1SS0 if it had not been for his cele­ 
brated tariff letter. In 187(5 there was a 
strong leaning towards free trade in the 
platform on which Mr. Tilden was nom­ 
inated and really elected. Of course, 
the real issue in that campaign was the 
overshadowing one of reform as repre­ 
sented in the j»ersonality of Mr. 
Tilden, who not only antagonized the 
Robesons, Cress wells, Leets and Babcocks 
of the corrupt Grant regime, but who had 
overthrown the corrupt Tweed-Tam 
many-Democratic ring of New York; and 
who, as Governor, had challenged and 
obliterated the Canal cabal. In Mr. 
Tilden’s letter of acceptance he noted 
very carefully, and expressed himself 
very luminously, on every feature of the 
St. Louis platform on which he was 
nominated, except the tariff plank. As 
to that delivery of his party he said not 
one word. 
He was really decisively 
elected, and it was necessary to devise 
an Electoral Commission, and to steal 
some nineteen electoral votes of the 
Southern States to beat him, but he de­ 
clined to talk tariff. Hancock seemed 
to have an easy thing of it till the poli­ 
ticians got him to talking about the tariff. 
In 1884 the Chicago platform on which 
Mr. Cleveland was nominated and 
elected was supposed to have been 
written by Mr. Randall, against the 
earnest efforts of Mr. Henry Watterson 
and other free trade Democrats. In 
18S8, however, Mr. Watterson got in his 
work in fine style, and the result is not 
entirely satisfactory to Democrats. 
The Georgia Senator in his votes rep­ 
resents a rapidly growing tendency in 
certain regions of the South, where 
manufactures are developing, to look 
upon a moderate friendliness to the pro­ 
tection doctrine with favor. This ten­ 
dency was shown very decisively in the 
late Presidential election in Virginia, in 
West Virginia and Tennessee. That the 
robust and growing manfacturing in­ 
dustries of Alabama and Georgia will re­ 
sult in more such developments there 
cannot be a doubt, or the altitude of 
such men as Senator Joe Brown counts 
for nothing. 
While Mr. Henry Watterson and his 
class were vigorously denouncing Mr. 
Randall, the people of Georgia did not 
seem to share this harsh sentiment to­ 
wards this distinguished Democrat. They 
invited him to deliver the oration at the 
Atlanta Exposition. Mr. Randall was the 
man who had the notable honor of de­ 
feating the Force bill, which would have 
placed the people of the South at the 
feet of an intolerant party which was for­ 
getful of the spirit of the American con­ 
stitution ; and, after Mr. Randall had 
presided over the Atlanta Exposition 
the people of Louisville, Mr. Watterson 
own city, invited the eminent Fenneyl- 
vanian to special honors, tendered 
him right under the nose of the Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal and its versatile 
and ordinarily amiable editor. Since 
Henry Clay died there has been no 
stance of a more enthusiastic greeting 
than was accorded to Samuel J. Randall 
in Louisville. 
There are a great many Democrats 
throughout the United States who do not 
believe in ostracising such Democrats as 
Randall and Brown, even to oblige Mr. 
Henry Watterson. In fact, there are 
great many Democrats who would be 
willing to get rid of Mr. Watterson, with 
his wild, uncompromising raviDgs, at 
any price. Mr. Cleveland would have 
been triumphantly elected if Senator 
Gorman, of Maryland, instead of Henry 
Watterson, had been allowed to draft 
the resolutions of the St. Louis conven­ 
tion of last year, and this auspicious 
event would have been even more 
assured if Senator Gorman had been 
made the chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, instead of Mr. 
Calvin Brice, of happy memory. 
As a matter of fact, the Democratic 
party in 1888 was stronger than in 1884, 
but it was not allowed to avail itself of 
its strength. Mr. Cleveland’s message 
of December a year ago was a patriotic 
and sagacious document, and the Mills 
bill was a perfect measure, but the rav­ 
ings of men of the Watterson-Vest school 
were too widely circulated for Democraric 
success. W ith David Bennett Hill for 
President in 1892, with a re-adoption of 
the platform upon which Mr. Cleveland 
was elected in 18S4, even Illinois and 
Ohio wonld swing into the Democratic 
column,to say nothing of such essentially 
Democratic States as New York and 
Indiana.

W ashington, January 16.—In the 
Senate the President’s two messages in 
regard to affairs in Samoa and Hayti 
was presented and referred (with ac­ 
companying 
documents) 
to 
the 
Committee 
on 
Foreign 
Relations. 
There were then presented memo­ 
rials cf the Woman’s National Christian 
Temperance Union and other bodies of 
various States in favor of legisla­ 
tion for Sabbatn observance, against 
runniog 
interstate Sunday 
trains 
and against military drills. 
Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Education 
and Labor. The memorials were in large 
bundles covered with red cloth. Their 
presentation was witnessed by a deputa­ 
tion of ladies in the gallery. 
The Senate this morning resumed the 
discussion on the Tariff bill. 
The amendment heretofore offered by 
Allison making the duty on crosscut 
saws 8, 10 and 15 cents per linear foot, 
instead of G, 8 and 13, was agreed to. 
The amendment heretofore offered by 
Allison increasing the duty on taggers’ 
iron was somewhat modified by him and 
Jones (Arkansas) moved to put that 
article on the free list. 
Allison said the committee had decided 
to allow the present rate of duty on tin 
plate to stand until the 1st of January 
1890, and that would allow time for the 
establishment of sufficient plant in this 
country to produce all the tin plate 
needed. 
Morgan advocated Jones’ motion to 
put tin plate on the free list and said 
there was no tin in this country. 
Teller contradicted the assertion and 
said there was a vast quantity of tin the 
Dead wood region. 
Morgan proceeded to deliver a written 
speech against the Senate substitute. 
In the course of the discussion be­ 
tween Morgan and Hawley as to the 
relative value of lands in manufacturing 
and non-manufacturing States, Morgan 
characterized the young negroes of 
Alabama as the most God-forsaken peo­ 
ple in respect of industry to be found 
anywhere outside of Algiers or Morocco 
or the great desert of Sahara. It cost 
fully $1,000 to raise a negro boy from 
birth to manhood, not to include bis 
stealings and other depredations. If he 
could, by a decree of law, or of provi­ 
dencio, expel from Alabama every negro 
in it and have a barrier erected so that 
he could never return, the lauds in 
Alabama would run up to prices greater 
than those in Wisconsin. People would 
rush therewith more eagerness than they 
were now showing in trying to get into 
Oklahoma. 
A colloquy ensued between Blair and 
Morgan, in the course of which Morgan 
said he wished the Senator from New 
Hampshire had in his own State the 
100,000 Negroes that could be furnished 
to him from Alabama. 
“I would be very glad indeed to give 
them to him,” added the speaker. 
wish that among the many societies he 
gets up he would get up one for the intro­ 
duction of Negroes from Alabama into 
New Hampshire, and I will do my best 
to promote his society, get subscribers for 
it and get Negroes to migrate.” 
Blair—I think it would be quite as 
much for the interest of my State to en­ 
courage the colored people of Alabama to 
migrate there as to encourage white 
people to(go to that State. 
Morgan—The Senator may spare him 
self all his invective against the people 
of Alabama. 
Blair—I will be very glad to limit my 
general reflection on the white people of 
Alabama, and confine it to the Senator 
with whom I am engaged in colloquy. 
Morgan—If any providential thiag 
should keep the Senator and me apart 1 
would be thankful. He adds nothing to 
my happiness and I think a more inti­ 
mate association with him would improve 
me neither in temper nor information 
nor in any other way. 
After this little digression, Morgan re­ 
sumed and finished the reading of his 
speech. 
Chandler spoke in favor of increasing 
the duty on skates, In the course of hie 
speech ho criticized the opposition of the 
Democratic party to protectionist ideas 
and said “Confederate brigadiers” were 
now trying to carry out the principle 
which they had incorporated into the 
Confederate constitution and meant the 
destruction of all Northern industries 
that were protected by the tariff system.

So keenly had the 
people resented the delay of this House 
in responding to their continual appeal 
for Statehood that a pronounced Repub­ 
lican majority had been the result. 
Mansur, of Missouri, advocated the 
admission of New Mexico, asserting that 
her people were fully capable of self­ 
government. 
Hermann, of Oregon, favored tho 
speedy admission of those Territories, 
which by ruason of their population and 
natural resources, were entitled to State­ 
hood. 
Dubois, of Idaho, Baid that while the 
Teiritory which he represented was not 
now asking for admission into the Union, 
it did ask for an enabling act which 
would fix a definite time when it could 
assume the responsibilities of Statehood.

W ashington, January 1G.—Delegate 
Caine was heard to-day in favor of the 
admission of Utah as a State. He de­ 
clared that Utah possessed every require­ 
ment for admission, and that the people 
ure largely descendants of the best stock 
ot New England aud the Middle States. 
There was never any resistance to 
Federal authority in Utah, and more­ 
over no thought of it. It was not true 
that the majority of the people of Utah 
had long defied the authority of the 
United States, as expressed in its 
statutes, by practicing polygamy. The 
majority of the people of Utah, or the 
majority of the majority, did not practice 
polygamy. 
The opposition, he says, 
coming from the Territory is fomented 
and kept alive by unscrupulous men 
He 
did 
not ’ include 
among 
them 
conservative 
Gentiles 
who 
mind their own business and are 
willing to live and let live. The motive 
of the agitators in Utah was to obtain 
the rule for themselves. Being in the 
minority they wanted the majority pro­ 
scribed. They steadily resisted every 
attempt to bring about even business re 
lations with the majority. He described 
the efforts of the people of Utah to settle 
forever the polygamy question and 
pledged his honor that the constitution 
they had formed was in good faith. He 
maintained that there was no church 
domination in politics or anything else, 
and that the alleged recent prosecutions 
were not for polygamy, but for associa­ 
tion with wives married many years ago: 
in many cases the defendants voluntarily 
submitting to the law, proving their ac­ 
ceptance 
of the inevitable.

He occupied an 
hour and a half and the committee ad­ 
journed till to-morrow, when Caine will 
continue his arguments.

By McGowan, of Humboldt, to estab­ 
lish county high schools throughout the 
State; by Spellacy, of San Francisco, to 
pay the claim of D. Jordan for work 
and materials furnished at the State 
Prison at Folsom; by Hamill, to provide 
for deficiencies in salaries in secretaries 
of Supreme Court Justices for the thirty- 
eighth, thirty-ninth and fortieth fiscal 
years; by Dray of Sacramento appropri­ 
ating money to pay W. E. Deane for re­ 
porting court-martial proceedings of Cap­ 
tain John A. Rapp; by Dargie of Ala­ 
meda, appropriating money for buildings 
for a home for the adult blind; by Mur­ 
phy of San Francisco, creating an addi­ 
tional police court in San Francisco: by 
Yell of Mendocino, amending the libel 
and slander laws; by Greeley of Yuba, 
establishing a new*police court in Marys­ 
ville ; by Moffitt of San Francisco, to pro­ 
vide for incorporation of mutual fire in­ 
surance companies. Recess was taken. 
The second reading of the Supreme 
Court Commission bill was taken up in 
the Senate this afternoon.

BISMARCK BEATEN. 


His Attempt to Muzzle Lib­ 
eral Germany Foiled. 


GEFFCKEN GETS TH E BEST OF IT. 


T he E x tra c ts from K aiser F re d e ric k ’s 
D iary T estify to th e W orth of 
th e Dead E m p ero r.

B e r l in , January 16 —In accordance 
with the command of Em peror William 
the Rcichtanzeiger to-day publishes the 
indictm ent that was found against Pro­ 
fessor Geffcken, in order that the people 
may be enabled to form their own judg­ 
ment regarding the adm inistration of 
justice in Germany. Morier is frequently 
mentioned in tbe course of the corres­ 
pondence, and references to him are made 
showing that he was in the confidence of 
the writers. Prince Bismarck has sub­ 
mitted to the Bundesrath all the docu­ 
ments used during the judicial inquiry. 
Prof. Geffcken’s letters which are ap­ 
pended to the indictm ent cover the period 
from 1875 to 1887, and are marked 
throughout by hostile criticism of Bis­ 
marck and his policy. 
The Reichsanzeingcr also published 
Prince Bismarck’s report to the Em peror 
William, in which he points out the 
necessity for publishing the indictm ent 
in order to counteract the effect of the 
misrepresentations of the home and 
foreign journals which, he says, aim at 
representing the public prosecutor and 
the imperial tribunal gas being partial 
and inspired with a desire for persecu­ 
tion. 
The indictm ent says Geffcken adm itted 
it 
was 
unlikely that the Empress 
Frederick would have given permission 
to publish tho diary. The indictm ent 
also 
says Prof. 
Geffcken 
confessed 
he 
believed 
th a t 
the 
Em peror 
Frederick 
would 
not 
have 
given 
him the diary if he 
had thought 
it would be published. 
Prof. Geffcken 
made extracts from the diary for his own 
use, never thinking the Em peror would 
die before himself. 
H is object in pub­ 
lishing the extracts was to show that the 
Emperor Frederick was a noble ideal- 
ogist and a moving power at the founda­ 
tion of the Em pire. 
On comparing the 
abstracts published with the copies of 
the diary in possession of the Govern­ 
ment, 
it 
appears 
that 
the m an­ 
uscript 
from 
which 
Geffcken 
copied, 
has 
disappeared 
without 
leaving a trace. The widow’ of Min­ 
ister Von Stoche and tbe novelist, Frey- 
tag, were called to prove that the late 
Em peror Frederick never contemplated 
the violation of secrecy, which is tbe 
basis of the charge of treason, and is 
treated under six heads, as follows: 
First, origin and constitution of the Em ­ 
pire ; second, relations with the Vatican ; 
third, with R ussia; fourth, with Eng­ 
land ; fifth, with Luxemburg and the 
guaranteeing powers; sixth, with Bel­ 
gium and France. 
L o n d o n, January 18.—The Standard 
says: The publication of the (Jeffcken 
indictment, shows that Bismarck him ­ 
self was the author of the monstrous 
charges against Sir R. D. Morier. The 
Kaiser has chosen openly to associate 
himself with the Chancellor’s tortuous 
policy. There is a cold brutality about 
the whole business which is exceedingly 
unpleasant. 
Bismarck 
has 
outraged 
mblie opinion in a way in which it has 
iardly ever been outraged before.

The Instructions of the Sec­ 
retary Were Explicit 


6KBH&NY TAKEN 
TO TASK. 


The Share of Special Correspondent 
Klein in the Trouble with 
the Germans. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H kbaij>.| 
Washington, January 16— Among the 
correspondence concerning affairs in 
Samoa referred to in President Cleve­ 
land’s message transmitted to Congress 
yesterd ay and presented to the Senate 
to-day, are the following instructions to 
Admiral Kimberly from Secretary Whit­ 
ney in a cablegram dated January 11th: 
“Commander Mullen, of the Nipsic, tele* 
graphs by way of Auckland, N. Z.t that a 
force landed at Samoa from the German 
fleet, which landing resulted in an en­ 
gagement between the troops of Mataafa 
and the German forces, and the defeat 
of the latter. 
“He reports that the Germans, in retal­ 
iation, bombarded the towns, disregard­ 
ing protests and natural rights, and that 
the property and lives of American citi­ 
zens are in danger. He strongly urges 
the sending of reinforcements. The Ger­ 
man government claims that the German 
forces were first attacked and that war 
now exists between Germany and that 
portion of the natives of Samoa engaged 
in the attack upon the Germans. The 
German Government has invited this 
Government in common interest to join 
in establishing order in Samoa, giving 
assurance of careful respect for our rights. 
“The United States Government is wil­ 
ling to co-operate in restoring order in 
Samoa on the basis of full preservation 
of American treaty rights and Samoan 
autonomy as recognized and agreed to 
by Germany, Great Britain and the 
United States, and has so informed the 
German Government. 
“ You will at once proceed to Samoa, 
and extend full protection and defense to 
American citizens and property. You 
will consult with the American Vice­ 
Consul, examine his archives and other­ 
wise inform yourself as to the situation 
and recent occurrences. Protest against 
the subjugation and displacement of the 
native government of Samoa by Ger­ 
many as in violation of the positive 
agreement and understanding between 
the treaty powers; but inform the repre­ 
sentatives of the German and British 
governments of yonr readiness to co­ 
operate in causing all treaty rights to be 
respected and in restoring peace and 
order on the basis of recognition of 
Samoan rights to independence. 
“Endeavor to prevent extreme meas' 
nres against the Samoans and bring 
about a peaceful settlement. If such 
arrangements can be made upon that 
basis, you will report the same for ap­ 
proval and you will inform the Govern 
ment as soon as possible after your ar­ 
rival in Samoa, of the condition of affairs 
and the prospect of a peaceful adjust­ 
ment, ana whether Germany was ae:i¡ I 
impartially between the opposing force, 
when the late conflict occurred. 
“ W h itn ey.1 
Secretary Bayard has addressed a com­ 
munication to Count Arco, German Min­ 
ister, in reply to the statement giving 
the German version of the Samoan diffi­ 
culty. The statement of Count Arco is 
substantially as follows: The German 
forces landed at Samoa after the German 
Commander had given notice of his in­ 
tention to the Commanders of the 
American and British men-of war. The 
reasons for landing were that BomeTGer- 
man plantations were in danger. Upon 
landing the Germans were attacked by 
the Samoans under command of Klein, 
an American citizen, and lost fifty killed 
and wounded. 
A state of war was therefore announced 
by Germany, and as an Americau is 
alleged to have been in command of the 
attacking Samoan force, Count Arco is 
instructed to make complaint to the 
United States. The treaty rights of the 
United States and all the rights of the 
treaty powers shall bo respected under 
all circumstances. The German govern­ 
ment asks them to join in a way to re* 
store calm and quiet. 
In response Bayard wrote Count Arco 
that there was no evidence that Klein 
was an American, and it was certain he 
was not in the American service. This 
Government has never deviated from the 
treaty made with Great Britain and Ger­ 
many regarding Samoa, and is ready te 
accept Germany’s invitation to help re* 
store peace in the islands, but at the 
same time the autonomy of the ¡elands, 
as agreed on by the Powers, named muet 
be observed. 
The correspondence opens with a let­ 
ter from Mr. Blacklock, vice-consul of 
the United States at Apia, giving the 
record of current events in Samoa from 
November 7 to 27. The substance of 
those records has been published in the 
press dispatches from time to time. 
They give an account of the fights be­ 
tween the rival factions and the vice- 
<ccasul’s views on things as they trans­ 
pired from day to day. 
In a communication dated Apia, Dec. 
3d, last, Commander Mullan describes to 
Secretary Whitney the attack of Malietoa 
upon Tam asese’s strong fortifications 
just back of Lutuana and his success. 
The commander says it is apparent to 
the thoughtful and unprejudiced mind 
that the aspirations of the tíamoan people 
lor liberal and progressive government 
are incompatible with the German ideas 
of government in Samoa. After their 
numerous internal wars and revolutions, 
the party of liberal opinions would be 
triumphant, were they not interfered 
with by outside influences and by the 
presence of German men-of-war abreast 
of their fortifications, as a daily reiter­ 
ated menace and warning, especially so 
on the eve of a battle. 
Oto January 5th Vice-Consul Blacklock 
telegraphed as follows to Secretary Bay­ 
ard, via New Zealand : “The three Ger­ 
man war-ships have undertaken to dis­ 
arm Mataafa, and landed, at night, a force 
to prevent his retreat. Mataafa’s men 
fired on them and forced them to fight. 
The Germans were routed, twenty 
being killed and thirty wounded. 
The

swear 
vengeance. 
They 
are 
shelling and 
burning 
indiacriminately, regardless of American 
property, and protests are unheeded. The 
natives are exasperated. 
Foreigners’ 
llvea and property are in the greatest 
danger. The Germans respect no neu­ 
tral territory. Americans in a boat flying 
the American flag werq seized in Apia 
harbor by an armed German boat, but 
released. The Admiral with a suuadron 
la necessary immediately.” A dispatch 
from Commander Mullan corroborates 
t*iiw telegram. 
Tire same day, January 5th, Secretary 
Bayard telegraphed to Minister Pendle- 
toe to lay this matter before the German 
ICinister of Foreign 
Affairs, and 
kIi> 
informed 
Count 
Arco 
of 


the matter. On January 7th Minis­ 
ter Pendleton telegraphed that Count 
Arco 
could 
make 
a 
statement 
to the Secretary, and that he (the Minis­ 
ter) had been informed that the repre­ 
sentations of the United States would not 
be answered until full details had been 
received by Germany, and that Count 
Barchau, the Under-Secretary, informed 
him that men landed from one ship only 
were engaged in the fight. 
On January 11th Secretary Bayard sent 
a message to Blacklock that proper 
measures had been adopted for the pro­ 
tection of American interests in Samoa 
and to preserve the Samoan independ­ 
ence. Admiral Kimberly, with the frig­ 
ate Trenton, would start at once. 


a Co n v ic t i n i o b m e r . 
Pat Delaney Prolewei to tilve tlic 
Whole Thing Away. 
London, January 16.—Patrick Delaney, 
a convict in Marlborough prison, testified 
that he belonged to the Fenians until 
September, 1882. The principal leaders 
of the organization were Eagan and 
Brennan, l)r. McAllister. John Lavey, 
and John Doran. About 1870, a number 
of delegates, including John O’Connor, 
John Devoy and General Millen, came 
from America. Witness attended a 
meeting in Forresters’ Hall, Dublin, at 
which John Devoy represented the 
American council. General Millen in­ 
spected the military organization and 
arranged for arms to be provided 
and expenses paid. 
At another 
meeting in the Rotunda, Davitt, 
Parnell, 
Eagan, 
Biggar, 
Dillon, 
Brennan 
and 
Harris 
attended. 
Curley attacked Davitt for not adhering 
to the principles of the organization. 
After the meeting witness was told of 
circles not opposed to the League, which 
would organize the Fenians in the county 
and supply them with arms. Witness 
said he had forgotten a portion of the In- 
vincibles’ oath, but the principal part 
was to assassinate the Viceroy and the 
whole of the Executive of Ireland. The 
In vincibles received money from the 
League. Eagan, Byrne and Tynan paid 
some to Daniel Delaney, Mullet and 
Brady. Witness waB deputed to watch 
the movements of Forster, at that time 
Chief Secretary ot Ireland. Joseph 
Brady ond Timothy Kelly were delegated 
to shoot Forster, while witness inter­ 
cepted persons crossing Queen-street 
bridge while Brady and Kelly en­ 
deavored to carry out this purpose. Wit­ 
ness took no part in the Phoenix Park 
murder. Mrs. Byrne brought over the 
two knives used in committing those 
murders. At the meeting of a commit­ 
tee of In vincibles, held after the Phoenix 
Park murders, a quantity of gold and 
notes was laid on the table. Afterwards 
more revolvers, daggers and money 
came.

The Explorer and Emin Bey Re­ 
ported In Good Condition. 
B r u ss e l s, January 16.—The first letter 
written by Henry M. Stanley since he 
left the coast of Africa, was received by 
the Post last night. It is dated at the town 
of Bonalya, Murietta, August 17, and is 
addressed to the Arab Sheik, Tippoo Tib, 
whom Stanley left in charge of affairs 
while he pushed forward to Emin Pasha’s 
relief. 
The letter is plentifully be­ 
sprinkled with salaams and salutations 
and professions of having a good heart in 
oriental terms of speech. 
Aside from 
this the letter contains the following in­ 
formation : Stanley is in good health 
with a party composed of 130 Wang 
wan a, three soldiers and sixty-six of 
Emin’s natives. He left Emin eighty-two 
days before on the Nyanza,makingthe trip 
with the less of only three men. Two were 
drowned and one deserted. He found 
the white men looking for Emin quite 
well, and another white man, Casati, 
also well. Emin was bountifully sup­ 
plied with cattle, ebeep, goats and food 
of all kinds. He was very liberal, and 
gave Stanley’s men many presents. 
Many of Emin’s soldiers were ready to 
follow Stanley, but he told them to- re 
main till he returned from Yanbungan. 
Stanley left all the white men behind 
except his servant, William. Stanley 
aBks Tippoo Tib what he is going to do, 
and suggested he would like to have him 
go with him, if agreeable, as they both 
had been over the road twice and knew 
the road well. Stanley says he will wait 
ten days for him, then move forward 
slowly, going to Big Island next. This 
letter was taken to Stanley Falls by a 
messenger who also conveyed a number 
of other letters to Stanley Falls, which 
are expected in two or three months.

kill either Verdugo, Lopez or Olivas be­ 
fore the day was done. Leiva then went 
away after trying again to get a shot at 
the witness. The witness was in Her­ 
m an’s house when Lopez was shot and 
did not see that affair. The cross-exam­ 
ination left the testimony of Raquena 
Verdugo unchanged. 
Vicerte Figuroa was the first witness 
called in the afternoon. 
lie stated that 
he was a laborer and lived in Verdugo. 
“ On the afternoon of the 14th of Feb­ 
ruary,” said he, “ I saw the defendant 
come up with a rooster, which he offered 
to fight against any they would put up 
for $20. W hen nobody took him up he 
began to in suit those who were in the 
saloon. 
Angry words and blows were 
exchanged, anil sho’s between Raquena 
Verdugo and Leiva. The defendant took 
the gun and loaded it, and being appar­ 
ently angry, brought it down to the 
ground with a violent blow and broke 
the stock. 
Leiva and another man, I do 
not know who, drove away up the cufien, 
but turned buck presently, and as they 
passed the stable to Lopez’s 
house 
Leiva 
fired 
at 
Lopez. 
I 
saw 
Lopez f quatting down with his hands on 
his body. At the shots he sprang up and 
jumped 
toward 
the deiendant 
and 
then fell dead. I went with several 
others toward where Lopez was lying 
aud found him dead, with a great wound 
in his chest. 1 saw no pistol in his hand 
nor anywhere about.” 
H. Cohn, of Verdugo, the proprietor 
of a general merchandise store, testified 
that he saw the row at the saloon. 
After the fight was over he Baw the de­ 
fendant kneel down and swear: 
“ By 
the sun that is shining and the leaves oil 
the trees, I swear that before the day is 
through, I will kill Pedro Lopez, Jose 
Oleivas or Raquena Verdugo, or all of 
them .” 
He then started off and as he 
passed the witness he said, “ Get out 
of the way.” The witness heard the 
two shots, but could not swear that they 
were both reports from a gun. 
Poramo Zalder, the keeper of the sa­ 
loon at which the row took place, testi­ 
fied to the evident quarrelsome disposi­ 
tion of Leiva and his oath to kill Lopez. 
He also saw the defendant going about 
with the shotgun, threatening to kill 
everybody that came in his way. 
This 
witness also heard two shots in quick 
succession. 
Em anuel Verdugo was another of the 
crowd at the saloon who saw the row. 
He testified to the defendant’s insulting 
everybody in the saloon and his attern pt 
to shoot Requena Verdugo. H e heard 
the oath which the defendant took, and 
then saw him drive off up the road; 
heard the shots, but did not see the shoot­ 
ing. On cross-examination the witness 
stated that he was nephew to the de­ 
ceased, and that llequena Verdugo was 
his first cousin. 
The Court then took a recess until 9 
o’clock this morning.
